UNIFORMITY  IN  APPLYING  SPECIAL  NAVY,  MARINE  CORPS,  AND  COAST 
GUARD    BRANDS 

To  facilitate  inspection  at  the  point  of  delivery,  the  special  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
and  Coast  Guard  brands,  denoting  compliance  with  specifications,  should  be 
applied  to  fresh  meat  enclosed  in  cloth  coverings  and  to  containers  of  meat 
food  products,  as  follows: 

(a)   On  the  heel  of  the  bottom  round  of  beef  hindquarters. 
(6)   On  the  cut  known  as  the  rib  on  beef  forequarters. 

(c)  On  the  outside  of  the  round  about  halfway  up  on  veal  sides,  veal 

saddles,  and  veal  legs.
